‘Smokescreen’ claim over 
plans to axe service funds

PLANS to cut the budget for the 
music and performing arts service 
in Northamptonshire have been 
branded a ‘political smokescreen’ by 
opposition councillors following a 
motion to save it. 

Members of Northamptonshire 
County Council discussed on 
Tuesday the possibility of saving the 
Northamptonshire Music and 
Performing Arts Service (MPAS). 


Budget proposals set out by the 
council revealed a £238,000 cut to 
MPAS for the up-coming year. 

Simon Williams, a 14-year-old saxo¬ 
phone and flute player, presented 
councillors with a petition signed by 
2,501 people, pleading to save the 
service. 

He said: “If the service were to fin¬ 
ish, I would be a very bored individ¬ 
ual, and there would be many others 
like me.” 

In a motion tabled by Liberal 
Democrats, which urged the 
Conservative administration not to 


axe the funding, a Tory amendment 
backed the service and vowed to 
keep it. 

Cllr loan Kirkbride said: “We have 
to look at how we can sustain this 
wonderful service. We are committed 
to preserving this tradition in the 
county.” 

The decision led to outrage among 
opposition councillors, who felt that 
this was the intention all along, and 
that the Conservative administration 
were only using MPAS as a smoke¬ 
screen for other, more important 
cuts and there were never plans to 


axe funding. Independent councillor 
Tony Clarke said: “I for one do not 
think that the service was ever under 
threat. This was put in the budget to 
provide a political smokescreen to 
put the other cuts in the background. 

“We should not be playing politics 
with children and their education.” 

Labour leader Cllr Mark McGhee 
said: “To put the 15,000 people who 
benefit from this service through this 
is nothing short of disgraceful and I 
am ashamed of this council.” 

Liberal Democrat councillor 
Dennis Meredith said: “I am support¬ 


ing this motion because I care about 
the young people I represent, so 
don’t you dare cut this service 
because it is worst possible thing you 
could do.” 

Conservative councillor Steve 
Osborne said: “I do not think that 
there is one councillor in this admin¬ 
istration who is not in favour of keep¬ 
ing this service. 

“We fully support the music service 
and we do not want to see any reduc¬ 
tions in it.” 

A final decision on the budget will 
not take place until later this month.

£400,000 project 
to support young

A NEW scheme costing more 
than £400,000 which aims to 
provide disadvantaged young 
people with housing support, 
training and advice got under¬ 
way this week. 

Builders moved into the site 
after West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation 
(WNDC) and the Homes and 
Communities Agency (HCA) 
pledged funding to upgrade 
Upton Lodge Farm House. 

WNDC has pledged £214,000 of 
Growth Area Funding and the 
HCA, owners of the building and 
surrounding land, has con¬ 
tributed £218,000, as well as a 
dedicated project manager to 
oversee the development. 

Led by the YMCA, the scheme 
will provide disadvantaged 
young people with the skills, 
knowledge and confidence to 
lead successful lives. 

Young people will be directly 
involved in the renovation of the 
building, receiving practical 
training in a range of trades 
including carpentry, surveying 
and plumbing. 

Once complete, the facility will 
provide a centre for construction 



skills training in association with 
WNDC’s Construction Futures 
training scheme. 

Northamptonshire YMCA chief 
executive officer Peter Storey 
said: “Northamptonshire YMCA 
has been helping disadvantaged 
young people for many years to 
build a better future for them¬ 
selves. 

“We are excited to be involved 
in a project that will train many 
young people in valuable con¬ 
struction skills, helping to gain 
employment and a secure future 
for themselves.” 

Deputy chief executive of 
WNDC Roger Mendonca said: 
“The growth of Northampton 
goes well beyond new jobs and 


housing. It’s all about improving 
the quality of life for all local 
people. 

“We’re sure that Upton Lodge 
Farm will make an important 
contribution to that process for 
many years to come and we’re 
delighted to support this project 
which offers disadvantaged 
young people a fresh start in 
life.” 

Anthony Sowden, Northamp¬ 
tonshire Team Leader for the 
HCA, said: “We’re pleased to see 
work start on site on what will be 
an important facility for the 
existing and new residents at 
Upton Lodge. 

“This scheme demonstrates 
the HCA’s commitment to creat¬ 
ing thriving communities by 
improving the physical and 
social environment of places.” 

The southern section of the 
Sandy Lane Relief Road, com¬ 
pleted by HCA in October 2009, 
has opened up the Upton Lodge 
area for development, including 
plans for 1,700 new homes and 
commercial development, most¬ 
ly on HCA owned land. 

Following renovation, Upton 
Lodge Farm will be the centre¬ 
piece of community facilities for 
both the existing and future resi¬ 
dents of the area. 


New sign to remind 
drivers of the speed 

A FLASHING speed sign will show drivers how 
fast they’re going on Northampton’s Gladstone 
Road. 

The Spencer Safer Community Team, along with 
the Spencer management board, have worked 
over the last six months to get the sign. 

Speeding has been an issue in the area and it is 
hoped that the new sign, which flashes when a 
vehicle is travelling more than 30mph, will remind 
drivers to slow down. 

Spencer and St James Safer Community Team 
Sergeant, Lara Alexander-Lloyd said: “In 
September 2009 Spencer SCT had a locally 
identified priority of speed enforcement. 

“One of the main roads identified was Gladstone 
Road and a speed survey was completed which 
supported the need for some further 
enforcement. 

“We now have a speed enforcement sign fitted 
that flashes should you go over 30 mph. 

“This has been long awaited and is greatly 
received by members of the public. 

“Speed enforcement is still a locally identified 
priority for Spencer.” 


Dad dies after being hit 
by lorries on motorway 

A FATHER of two from Northampton has been 
killed after he got out of his lorry on the M5. 

Paul Edwards, from Crestline Court, stopped on

“It is possible that the lorry drivers we’re seeking 
may not be aware that they had hit the man, as it 
was dark. 

“We’re asking drivers who were on that stretch 
of motorway, between junction 14 and 15, at the 
time to check their vehicles for any damage or 
evidence. 

“We are also checking CCTV pictures of the 
motorway to help identify and trace vehicles that 
may have been involved.”

A LARGE selection of knives 
have been stolen in a break-in 
which has baffled a shop owner. 

Lynn Gilbert, owner of Super 
Trooper on Kettering Road, was 
called to her shop on Monday 
after being told there was some¬ 
one inside. 

When she arrived, she found 
that all her knives, which are 
kept in a locked cabinet, in the 
army surplus store, had been 
stolen. 

Mrs Gilbert said: “I got a call 
from one of the shops nearby to 


say that someone was in my 
shop. I am baffled as to how they 
even got in. 

“There are only two keys and I 
have them. There are no signs of 
forced entry. 

“I think around 30 large knives 
have been taken. 

“I estimated it at around £800 
worth of knives taken. It is weird 
because there are more expen¬ 
sive things in the shop to steal.” 

Police confirmed they were 
called in regards to the break-in. 

A spokesperson said: “We were 
called regarding the break-in at 
some point over the weekend. 
There were no signs of forced 


entry, and we are unsure how 
they got in. The offenders man¬ 
aged to steal a large quantity of 
knives but we are not yet sure of 
the quantity.” 

Mrs Gilbert added: “At night, 
our shop is completely pitch 
black and it is hard to find the 
lights. It is a real mystery. 

“I don’t know if they hid when I 
locked up on Saturday night, but 
someone must have seen some¬ 
thing on Sunday if the door was 
left ajar.”

County figures show signs of improvement 


UNEMPLOYMENT in the county 
has fallen for the third 
consecutive month. 

The latest set of indicators 
from Northamptonshire 
Chamber show that 
unemployment has fallen in 
Northamptonshire while 
businesses are saying that their 
order books are beginning to fill 
up again. 

This month unemployment fell 
to 3.9 per cent, down from 4.1 
per cent in November, the third 
successive month where the 
overall level has continued to 
decline. 

Money from the Future Jobs 
Fund has helped create 350 
positions, mainly for the long 
term young unemployed in 
Northamptonshire, while the 
Northamptonshire Business 
Show was held to promote, 
support and celebrate local 
entrepreneurial talent. 


Cllr Heather Smith, cabinet 
member for environment, 
growth and transport, said: “We 
have been through one of the 
deepest and longest recessions 
in decades but now it seems as 
if the Northamptonshire 
economy is starting to pick up. 

“I am pleased that the county 
council has been able to assist 
in bringing in new jobs into the 
county and protecting existing 


ones.” However, some 71 per 
cent of manufacturers and 62 
per cent of services are 
operating below capacity and 21 
per cent of manufacturers 
expect their profitability to 
worsen in the next three 
months. 

The economic situation in the 
county is set to be discussed by 
the council’s cabinet at a 
meeting on Tuesday.

CHANGING rooms on the 
Racecourse have been closed 
due to a threat of Legionnaires 
disease. 

Routine sampling of the water 
supply at the borough council- 
owned changing rooms revealed 
the presence of Legionella bacte¬ 
ria. 

The changing room, which is 
open only to sports groups who 
have pre-arranged bookings, was 
closed on Wednesday, January 27 
as soon as the specialist company 
that carries out the water sam¬ 
pling made the council aware of 
the test result. 

The council took immediate 
action to thoroughly disinfect the 
water supply and the showers in 
the changing room, meaning 
footballers could use the facilities 


on Saturday, January 30. The bor¬ 
ough council has now also asked 
a specialist firm to look at the 
premises to see if there are any 
steps that can be taken to reduce 
the likelihood of this happening 
again in the future. 

The changing room will remain 
closed this week for work to take 
place and it is hoped that it can 
be re-opened shortly. 

Legionella bacteria is naturally 
occurring in water, such as rivers 
and ponds, but can also be found 
in artificial water systems. 

Most people who are exposed to 
Legionella don’t suffer any ill 
effects. 

There is a very low risk that cer¬ 
tain types of people - predomi¬ 
nantly older men - could contract 
Legionnaires disease from 
breathing in air that contains the 
bacteria that has been dispersed 
into the air in fine drops of water, 


such as from a shower. Steve 
Elsey, Head of Public Protection 
for the borough council said: “We 
carry out regular routine checks 
in line with the best practice for 
dealing with the risk of Legionella 
and these allow us to detect the 
bacteria before it becomes a 
problem. 

“The bacteria presents a very 
low risk of anyone becoming ill 
but we are committed to ensuring 
that our facilities are as safe as 
possible for the public. We have 
gone over and above the actions 
we needed to take so that people 
can use the changing room with 
confidence.” 

Anyone who has used the 
changing room recently and is 
suffering pneumonia-like symp¬ 
toms should contact their GP.

Council’s call for figures on 
population to be updated 


Work is underway 
on new floodlights 


OUT-OF-DATE population 
figures are working against 
Northamptonshire and need 
to be amended according to 
the county council. 

The council believes that 
there are serious flaws in the 
assumptions behind the pro¬ 
posed figures which have 
been prepared by the Office 
for National Statistics (ONS). 

The gap between the 2008- 
based figures and the ONS 
2006 figures is almost 50,000 
people by 2023 - nearly six 
per cent. 

As the amount of money the 
authority receives from cen¬ 
tral Government is based 
upon the population projec¬ 
tions there is a fear that the 
discrepancy could leave the 
council and other public sec¬ 
tor agencies, such as the 
Health Authority, short¬ 
changed. 

Cllr Heather Smith, cabinet 
member for environment, 
growth and transport, said: 
“We all know that this area 
has been targeted for popula¬ 
tion growth but it seems as if 
this has been forgotten now 


with the statistics which have 
been issued. 

“Regarding population, 
Northamptonshire is the 
fastest growing county in 
England and our figures show 
that this is only going to 
increase. 

“We have been targeted by 
Government, as part of the 
Milton Keynes South 
Midlands sub-region, as one 
of the four major hubs of eco¬ 
nomic and population 
expansion in the country. 

“This is all well and good 
but we need the support of 
the government if this is 
going to happen and being 
short-changed really isn’t 
good enough. 

“Most frustrating of all is 
that we have one 
Government department 
telling us that growth is going 
to happen in 

Northamptonshire and then 
seemingly not telling another 
department so they can 
adjust their figures.” 

The council’s cabinet is set 
to discuss the matter at a 
meeting on Tuesday. 


THE future will definitely be brighter 
for Northamptonshire County Cricket 
Club as work began on building six 
state-of-the-art floodlights this week.

“All of our midweek games will be 
under these new floodlights enabling a 
later start time and making the games 
more accessible to all. 

“Cricket played under lights will be 
more spectacular, far more entertain¬ 
ing and a boost to Northamptonshire’s 
sporting legacy.” 

With seven games under lights con¬ 
firmed already, 2010 is set to be a ‘high¬ 
light’ year for Northants Cricket. The 
Steelbacks will be challenging for sil¬ 
verware in the new Friends Provident 
t20 competition, hoping to better last 
year’s appearance at the finals day.

LAST week Margaret and I spent 
a most pleasant evening cele¬ 
brating Burns Night with the 
Northampton and County 
Scottish Association. 

This was a traditional repast 
with the haggis played in by a 
piper and the Chairman speaking 
the formal address to the “great 
chieftain of the pudding race”. 

The Mayor often has to make a 
speech on these formal occasions 
and I knew that this time I would 
have to take a Scottish theme. So I 
looked on my search engine to 
discover who is considered the 
most famous Scot. 

I have to digress and make an 
admission here - my favourite 
Scotsman dates from 1924 and 
spent more than 40 years travel¬ 
ling between London, Leeds and 
Newcastle. For those who haven’t 
guessed already, it is the steam 
engine “Flying Scotsman”. 

But to return to my main theme, 
I found a list compiled by a 
Scottish drinks manufacturer 
only three years ago. 

I was very surprised to learn that 
placed first, ahead of Robert 
Burns, was the Loch Ness 
Monster. 

Fourth and fifth came Robert 
the Bruce and William Wallace. 

I will not bore you, gentle read¬ 
er, with the names of the five 
minor television personalities 
placed between six and ten. 
Suffice it to say that three of them 
I would not recognise if they sat 
next to me on a bus. 



What disappointed me was that 
none of the truly great men 
Scotland has produced over the 
last three hundred years featured 
in the top ten. 

There was no mention of Sir 
Alexander Fleming, whose inven¬ 
tion of penicillin has saved mil¬ 
lions of lives, no mention of great 
engineers like Thomas Telford or 
James Watt, no mention of inven¬ 
tors like John Dunlop and 
Thomas Macadam who have rev¬ 
olutionised our transport sys¬ 
tems, or of John Logie Baird and 
Alexander Graham Bell who have 
given us television and the tele¬ 
phone respectively. 

It would be extremely interest¬ 
ing to see what results would 
come from a similar exercise in 
England. 

Would an English survey 


include Robin Hood and Wayne 
Rooney but exclude Winston 
Churchill and William 
Shakespeare? 

I had to conclude that very like¬ 
ly it would. 

With the increasing emphasis in 
schools on teaching to pass key 
examinations it is all too easy to 
forego the teaching of that essen¬ 
tial part of our history that makes 
us British. 

And so I was delighted to learn, 
when I attended a Citizenship 
ceremony, that those people who 
seek to become British citizens - 
whether they come from the 
Commonwealth, the Common 
Market or elsewhere - are given 
information on our history. 

They may not know famous 
people from our own county, men 
like John Clare or John Dryden, 
but they will have a good ground¬ 
ing on what it means to be British. 

Here in Northampton we work 
hard to try to ensure that our dif¬ 
ferent religious and ethnic groups 
live in mutual respect and under¬ 
standing. 

Elsewhere, some groups seem 
intent on consigning our thou¬ 
sand years or more of history and 
our distinct Britishness to the 
dustbin to promote their own 
ideas. 

Surely it behoves all of us who 
live in this great country of ours to 
understand what makes us 
British. Only then can we truly 
achieve the harmony we should 
all desire.

BEING given a ten per cent 
chance of living would normally 
make people take it easy, but not 
James Golding. 

James and friend Sean Newman

£100,000 for cancer charities

After finding an 11.5cm tumour 
between his spine and his kidney 
in 2008, James has suffered septi¬ 
caemia and peritonitis, and 
endured gruelling chemotherapy 
as he fought his way to recovery. 

James, who works in 
Northampton, spent a further 
nine months in hospital battling 
cancer and was finally given the 
all clear in July 2009. 

To put the ride into perspective, 
the Tour de Trance, widely 
acknowledged as the toughest 
sporting events in the world, is 
2,200 miles. 

The pair hope to complete the 
challenge in just 30 days. 

James said: “I have been into 
bikes for many years and only did 
it as a bit of fun really. When I 
came out of hospital, I felt I 
should do something to show 
that it is possible for people to do 
something like this after such an 
illness. 

“When I first went to the doc¬ 


tors, I was told I just had some 
muscle pain, but the hospital told 
me a few days later I had cancer. 

“We need to raise £100,000 for 
our charities to raise awareness 
and remind people that one in 
three people will be affected by 
the disease.”

Los Campesinos are heading to 
Northampton as part of their UK tour. 
LAWRENCE JOHN spoke to bass player 
Ellen ahead of the gig. 

LOS Campesinos are an eight piece band which could be 
described as an indie pop band - but it is not a pigeon hole 
they care to be slotted into. 

The Cardiff band has a bit more to their music than just the 
normal and people can judge this for themselves when they 
arrive at The Roadmender in Northampton on Tuesday, 
March 2. 

Formed in 2006 at Cardiff University, the group’s reputation 
slowly grew until two years later when they released their 
debut album called Hold On Now, Youngster. 

They are now set to release their third album entitled 
Romance is Boring on February 1 on the Wichita label. 

To plug the album the group will be taking to the road for 
one of their largest UK tours which takes in Northampton. 

Describing the band, bass player Ellen said: “Our music is 
what journalists would call indie pop. 

“I don’t know how to describe the band as it is difficult to 
describe your own band. 

“We are definitely a different band to the one we were three 
years ago. 

“We have evolved and we do have a different feel. 
“Hopefully people see us as an interesting band who likes 
making music.” 

As far as Ellen is concerned the band’s growth has been a 
natural progression. 

She said they had improved as they have played more than 
200 live shows and had become better with their instru¬ 
ments. 

She explained they have been influenced by the places they 
have visited as a group and this had, to some extent, filtered 
back into either the words or music. 

Ellen said: “When we started out we never wanted to be in a 
band but we take each day as it comes and just enjoy it. 

“We appreciate the opportunity to go to different places 
and have travelled to places like America, Japan and South 
America.” 

Talking about the new album Ellen said if you looked at the 
title of the album Romance is Dead it tells you about the 
problem of relationships. 

She said there were elements of being a romantic at heart 
and while she is not the lyricist in the group, as this is what 
Gareth does, she thought there were some songs on it which 
are radio friendly, some darker and others more complex. 

Talking about what she hoped people got from the album 
and the show in Northampton, Ellen said: “We hope when 
people listen to the album they get a pleasurable experience. 

“We hope they enjoy it and in terms of a show we give a lot 
and feed off this energy. 

“In the end we hope people enjoy themselves.”

A NEW day surgery unit has 
been developed to improve 
the service provided to 
patients who can return 
home after their operation. 

The facility at Northamp¬ 
ton General Hospital has 
three dedicated theatres, 15 
beds, three patient assess¬ 
ment rooms, same sex wait¬ 
ing areas, and a children’s and 
family waiting area. 

It will be used exclusively for 
adults requiring day case sur¬ 
gery, and children requiring 
inpatient and day case sur¬ 
gery. 

Many procedures will be 
carried out involving special¬ 
ties such as general surgery, 
urology, plastics, maxillofa¬ 
cial and dental, ear nose and 
throat, and ophthalmology. 

Deborah Alderson, NGH 
deputy director of operations, 
said: “More procedures are 
now taking place as day sur¬ 
gery, and in the new unit we 
can increase efficiency and 
provide the best possible 
experience for patients. 



“Our aim is to provide safe, 
efficient and effective periop¬ 
erative care to patients. But, 
more than that, we want to 
make it an excellent experi¬ 
ence for the children and 
adults that come here.” 

Figures published recently 
showed that waiting times for 
operations at the hospital had 
fallen to their lowest ever level 
down almost 97 per cent in 
ten years. 

The new day surgery unit 
will also allow extra capacity 
in the hospital’s general the¬ 
atres, which should help to 
increase efficiency and red¬ 
uce waiting times still further. 

The unit will be officially 
opened by Dr John Hickey, 
the Trust chairman, on 
Thursday, February 25.

IAN Sampson is urging his Northamp¬ 
ton Town side to have the confidence to 
get the ball on the deck and pass after 
Saturday’s 1-1 draw at home to Burton 
Albion. 

An 88th minute equaliser from Andy 
Holt ensured the Cobblers took a point 
from the encounter at Sixfields after 
Shaun Harrad had given the vistors the 
lead. 

The home side also saw efforts from 
Billy McKay, Luke Guttridge and substi¬ 
tute Kevin Thornton all hit the frame of 
the goal, as did Burton’s Greg Pearson. 

Now Sampson is looking for 
Northampton to show the same sort of 
performance they did in the second half 
when they head to Dagenham & Red¬ 
bridge on Saturday. 

He said: “We weren’t prepared to put 
our foot on it. There were too many long 
balls into wrong areas instead of trying to 
play it to the feet and get an extra pass in. 

“When we do that we look a half decent 
team, but its being brave and having a bit 
of confidence to get it down and pass. I 
don’t mind people bringing it down and 
getting tackled, what I don’t like is when 
the ball is hobbling about they just kick it 
anywhere. 

“That’s not my style, I want to get it 
down and play. We did better in the sec¬ 
ond half when Kevin Thornton came on 
because that’s what he does.” 

The stalemate extended Northampton’s 
unbeaten run to eight games, the boss 
feels that his side have not been at their 
best in recent weeks after playing four 
games in ten days. 

“In previous games we’ve started really 
brightly so maybe it is down to a bit of 
fatigue or just getting into your rhythm,” 
he said, adding: “I’m sure there’s many 


games where the home team doesn’t 
start properly, but to be fair Burton 
Albion are on a decent run as well. 

“We’ve not played well for the last two 
games and we’ve taken four points, so if 
we can keep that momentum and record 
going in to the latter part of the season 
then we should be in with a chance of 
progressing. In terms of fitness they 


looked OK but there are a lot of tired 
bodies. We’ve got to be careful with them 
over the next week, try and get them 
recovered for Dagenham & Redbridge. 
It’s nice to have that full week break.”
